Personality 
was defined by Brown et al, as the 'characteristic emotional tone of a person over 
time'. A mood may be considered to be a maintained attitude; whereas an 
emotion is a more sudden and more subtle response to a particular stimulus, 
lasting for seconds or minutes. The personality of a voice may therefore be 
regarded as its largest effect, and an emotion it's smallest." 

was included in our previous response to clarify any misunderstanding regarding current 
definitions of personalities, moods and emotions as they were used by examiner to assert 
prior art against '433. This reference does not contain any asserting prior art against 
'433. In that respect, our reference is not prior art, but a technical dictionary of sorts.
